Shri B. Bamakrishna Bao: I think it is time for me 
to speak. 

Shri F. J5. Baju (Secunderabad-General) I will not take 
more than 5\ minutes. 

Mr. Chairman ; The hon-Member must finish in 
five minutes. 

Shri V. B. Baju : Sir any subject if it is discussed 
more, admits of more repetition. So I am only trying to see 
if I would not make repetition; but, even if I would make it, 
let that repetition come trom my mouth. 

The only point I want to emphasize on is this: 
Section 4 of the Act is not respected by the Government in 
notifying the local areas arid the family holdings. I do not 
say it is intentional, but I say it was inevitable on the pait of 
the Government. But even for that, the Government should 
have given a lead in respecting the law. In my opinion, the 
correct procedure would have been that when the Government 
found it inevitable to amend the section suitably as the land 
Commission indirectly suggested, the way of amending it 
when the Legislature was not in session was by promulgating 
an ordinance. by the Rajpramukh and later obtaining the 
sanction of this House. That, in my opinion, would have 
been the correct procedure. I do not know why the Govern- 
ment did not resort to that recourse. 

But what was the contradiction there, or what was the 
flaw ? Section 4 (1) did contain that contradiction, equating 
the plough unit with the income. Now the income, as the 
land commission has said, cannot be derived from a plough 
unit, and, in determining the plough unit also, the land 
Commission has set certain acreage, — say, for instance, 3 
a<cres of wet land would be sufficient for a plough. But in many 
cases or in some cases, it was drawn upto 9 acres: somewhere 
at 3 plough unit and somewhere at 2 plough units and in 
.double- crop area it was only percentage that was applied. 
So, section 4 (1) should be amended immediately: either 
retain the income basis or retain the basis of plough unit; say 
a 'family holding' means 2 ?or 3 plough units if you want to 
equate the income or take away that portion and keep the 
ward ** income "alone. Under Section 4(2), there is a schedule 
give*i. It consists of 6 types ; of lands * The limits were fixed up.

The land Commission tried to simplify the procedure. We did 
represent-many of the hon. Members of this House did advance 
this argument that the law should be as simple as possible so as 
to allow a cultivator to understand it and also in order to 
avoid corrupt practices. But we were made to understand 
that justice and equity should be done by classifiying the 
soils and also fixing up the annawari. We did believe in the 
correctness of the Department , but the Land Commission has 
exposed that the Revenue Board Member did not know that 
there were no wet lands whose annawari was below As* 0-8*0. 
It is a great blot on the efficiency of the Department* 
For this the Land Commission had to tour for six months, 
spend money and waste time. These points are not merely 
for criticism but it is for introspection, and these points must 
be taken into account by the Government in the right spirit. 

There may be various reasons ' for not classifying 
the land on annawari basis or on soil basis also. The soil in 
Telengana is treated to be Chalka soil. I will read for the 
benefit of the House how the land Commission has also 
fallen a prey to this contradiction when it said in para 71 of 
the report 

" Similarly in the eastern half of the State, L e*, in the 
Telingana districts, some tracts having even topography 
such as in parts of Nizamabad, Karimnagar, Warangal, 
Nalgonda and Mahboobnagar Districts, Black Cotton 
soils have covered fairly large areas." 

The Land Commission in one para agrees that there is Black 
Cotton soil in Telengana; but the classification that has 
been given is only for Chalka soil. The Lajid Commission^ 
concern was not whether in any particular village or local 
area there was Black Cotton soil or Chalka soil or wet land oi 
any type . That was not their concern. If it existed, what 
should be the acreage? The approach should have been to 
respect Section 4(2) t and if they had found that Section 4 (fc) 
was defective and if they wanted to simplify the law and 
avoid corrupt practices and if the Government had felt 
that the Land Commission was correct in stating so, the 
Goviernment should immediately have amended that Section 
and said that dry land should not exceed so many acres and 
wet land should not exceed so many acres. It would h&re 
been sufficient if those two things were specified lik$ that* 
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coftott JVo. 53, dated 2-9-54, . 
concerning Land Commission Report. 

The third portion is the proviso. The proviso is expected 
to be used or applied when once a fixation is made and when 
a representation has come from a local area that it 
was unjustly. fixed, and, when, if a further enquiry is made 
into it the Government is satisfied that the original fixation 
was wrong. Only then could an alteration have been made. 
But before any fixation was made, the proviso was made use 
of and in three types of soil in three types of land the 
limits prescribed by the House were exceeded. So, the spirit 
of the proviso was not kept up. I do not know for what 
reasons the Government had taken recourse to this. 

[Mr. Deputy Speaker in the Chair] 

Lastly, coming to the Land Commission's suggestion 
about equating the lands under wells with dry lands, 
taking the local area of Devarkonda and Miryalguda, 
we will find that the area for dry land is fixed at 
60 acres, and for lands under wells also it has been 
said that 60 acres will constitute a family holding. 
In this connection I would request the, House to 
refer to the original Act. Under Section 11 of the Act, it 
has been said that lands irrigated by wells which are assessed 
as dry shall be deemed to be wet lands for purposes of this 
section. In the original Act we considered these lands under 
wells and treated them for the sake of the tenant as wet 
lands, and he is paying 24 times the land revenue for 
purchasing them. But here the Land Commission has equated 
and kept them on a par with the dry lands. I do not know 
why the Land Commission has done that. The Government 
should go into the matter and see whether two acres of dry 
land should not be equal to one acre under wells. It is 
not a question of doing justice to the pattedar or the tenant, 
both would either suffer or both would profit. It is a question 
of rightly interpreting and rightly implementing the law. 
Keeiping these few points in view, I would request the 
Government to go deeply into the matter and the notification 
and also see if there is a possibility of amending it. 

The local areas that have been prescribed are 
merely 58 and all the projects have been added to these. 
I think greater details should be given to these and the total 
ayacut under them should also be mentioned. Since I have 
not got much time before me, I shall not go further into 
details, and my appeal to the Government is to amend the 
notification suitably.
